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U.B.C. Reject 
Unionism 

VANCOUVER (CUP) - Stud- 
ents at the University of British 
Columbia Wednesday, February 4, 
roundly defeated the concept of 
voluntary unionism, voting by a 
two-to-one margin to retain their 
current, compulsory structure. 

In the largest voting turnout in 
the history of the UBC Alma 
Mater Society, 5,498 students 
voted in favor of compulsory 
unionism and 2,855 voted against 
out of a total student population 
of 2?, 400. 


‘The vote is a clear example of 
student concern over having a 
stable union,” said AMS president 
Fraser Hodge. “Selling a voluntary 
union is like trying to sell an 
Edsel.” 

But students who originally 
forced the UBC referendum indi- 
cated they would continue their 


efforts to install a voluntary union 
on the campus. 

“It’s only the beginning as far 
as students voting for the referen- . 
dum are concerned,” said John 
Cherrington, the UBC student 
who forced the referendum Janu- 
ary 26, by collecting 591 peti- 
tioners to demand the ballot. 


Legal action again at the 
compulsory membership in the 
AMS may be taken next year, he 
said, and added that “a referen- 
dum of this 'type will be taken 
every year from now on.” 

. Similar referenda were de- 
feated at the University of Calgary 
October 27, 1969, and at Memori- 
al University of Newfoundland 
October 29 and 30. Students at 
the University of Guelph voted 
November 13 to retain a volun- 
tary union. 
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WHOSE CHOICE? 


It is part of the ultra -democratic process 
which has a de facto recognition in our student 
society that we as taxpayers should have the right 
to determine whether or not we should indeed be 
taxed to support a bureaucratic administrative 
organ. In fact, we are called upon to decide whether 
or not to continue as a concrete entity, certainly 
an unheard-of choice in any normal governmental 
association, and one which labels university stu- 
dents politically as either stupendously sophis- 
ticated, grossly anarchistic, or horrifyingly naive.

' A student group (union, society, association 
or whatever) exists. No matter how you vote on 
April 2, a group 'will still exist, doing apporxi- 
mately the same things the present group is doing. 
No matter how you vote on April 2, you will not pay 
less next year than this. 


Since the referendum is posed economically, it 
would perhaps be appropriate to examine our student 
government in that light. Certainly few would 
argue that, students and money being what they 
generally are (poor and scarce, respectively), a 
student government had any chance of maintaining 
itself on a system of totally voluntary taxation, 
so let us 'look at what would be lost, should the 
referendum so dectate our finances. Of the thirty- 
two dollars collected as annual fees from each stu- 
dent, sixteen is already appropriated before the R.A. 
even gets its hands on it: six goes to athletics, 
and ten to the SUB building fund. Of the remaining 
sixteen dollars, about $2.50 goes towards supporting 
clubs, about $2.50 to publications like the hand- 
book, the directory, ACRE, and the Mart let , another 
four to operation of the present SUB and various 
staff salaries, perhaps a dollar each to academic 
affairs, external affairs, and activities, and the 
remainder into general expenses. 

Of these general categories, should student 
government falter, the administration of the univer- 
sity might possibly take over athletics and the 
operation of the SUB, although this would be uncer- 
tain and could dictate a raise in general fees. 

Clubs would probably be left to shift on their own, 
and could probably make reduced headway through 
levying membership fees, and taking over and making 
profitable many functions now sponsored by the 
Activities Council. Publications would vanish in 
a puff of smoke, which would doubtless bring cheers 
from some, though others might have found the 
various ^directories and guidebooks useful, and the 
Martlet at worst entertaining. 

Thus far, everything seems to be all right--hav- 
ing accounted for over half the sum, fost of us find 
ourselves not grossly put out, since not everyone 
is a joiner*^ or an athlete, reads the papers or 
uses the SUB. However, it is in the remainder that 
we find the true worth of the organization. If a 
pre-registration committee cuts your timetable work 
in half, if you don*t have to take English or a 
foreign language next year, or if your prof decides 
not to saddle you with a final exam, it is because 
the academic" affairs committee worked long hours on 
an academic guidebook or on a brief called •’The Need 
For Change”. If you find jobs just a little easier 
to get, housing a little better or cheaper, or 
travel less expensive on student or charter plans, 
it is because the people in external affairs have 
given up their time attending important but (to tell 
the truth) downright boring conferences to set the 
necessary machinery in motion. And if we are ever 
to get a better SUB (and there is a quarter-million 
dollar reserve to back up that hope), it will be due 
to the patient accumulation of funds over the years. 

There, then is the case for both sides of the 
referendum — it is up to us to decide which argument 
has more merit, whether we are to continue together 
as a corporate body or go each his own way. It has 
been said (truly) that the students on this campus 
are some of the least political in Canada--can we, 
then, do without government altogether? It is, tor 
better or for worse, our choice. 


If a student society begins* to fall, apart the 
administration will take over, and will pay for it 
(which means you will pay for it). You will have 
the same sort of group as now. You will pay more, 
because the number of paid personnel will cost more 
than the numerous volunteers presently running the 
show, and the administration will charge you more 
to come to university (an increased student (A.M.S.) 
fee plus an extra little something they’ll tack on 
for themselves). 

The university administration is more afraid 
than anyone that this referendum wiJLl fail: they 
don’t want to take the SUB, etc., over, but realize 
they would have to: no student group would be their 
biggest enemy imaginable. Students would stop 
questionning and criticizing their student leaders, 
but would instead turn to criticizing the make-up 
and operation of the university: disaster for the 
administration! 

When you are a student at a university you are 
automatically a member of a student group, not by 
the choice of other students but by the dictates of 
the administration and faculty (student groups fall 
under the auspices of the Faculty Council, not 
students, according to the B.C. Universities Act). 
Imagine management forcing a closed shop union! 

The university is the home of academic freedom 
and free choice, and the administration intends 
to preserve your freedom.

On Thursday, April 2, when you vote on com- 
pulsory A.M.S. fees, you are actually voting on 
whether you want an A.M.S. The referendum is the 
result of a petition brought to the R.A. primarily 
as a joke. The petition only added to the farcical 
element of the meeting, but we were forced to con- 
sider it because of our constitution. After consid- 
erable debate, I concluded that perhaps the refer-

They fell into the trap of equating the farcical 
crap that is so characteristic of council meetings 
(especially R.A. meetings) with the whole struc- 
ture of the A.M.S. Rather than realizing that the 
Council was sick and in need of an operation, they 
felt that the A.M.S. was at fault. The ineffec- 
tiveness of councils should not be used as an 
excuse to abolish the A.M.S. 

Council and students must work together, but 
first the council has to provide the leadership by 
establishing its priorities. Along with this, the 
council must strive for relevancy within this 
institution. Then the students must do their part 
by taking the time to get involved. The whole 
secret of identification is participation. 

The fault is not with the basic structure but 
with the people in it--people who are totally occu- 
pied with phony academics, grades, good old ’’step” 
on the other gut” competition. This results in 
alienation and emptiness, with no cohesion or 
identity possible. There is sickening apathy right 
here, where we should be the most active. It is 
time to realize that we are part of society and 
that we have a say in what goes on. Let us all 
get together to talk about, consider and plan our 
futures. 



ward. We must use our research facilities and 
our expertise to deal with our numerous problems. 
What are we going to do about pollution, • starvation, 
population and nuclear insanity? This concerns 
everyone. How can anyone be apathetic. Five 
thousand concerned students is a big start--it 
is a significant change. 

Fifthly the A.M.S. has minor responsibilities 
right here on campus. These responsibilities 
center around activities, clubs and athletics. They 
are mainly recreational services for students used 
by the students for judging the A.M.S. Here stu- 
dents calculate how much of their $32 they can 
reclaim. Although these services are not at the 
top of my priority list I still think them necessary. 

Hopefully I have given you some idea of why 
I think the A.M.S. should remain and what it should 
be doing. I not only think we can, but we must 
set priorities and carry them out. Remember that 
if you vote to abolish the A.M.S., you are in fact 
voting to abolish yourself. 


What should the A.M.S. be doing? First of all 
it has to fight to become relevent. If we believe 
we can contribute we have to have the necessary 
power to implement our programmes. Today students 
are nothing. In the words of Chancellor Haig-Brown 
”The President should have the power to change and 
the time to walk around HIS university.” (My em- 
phasis) This is exactly what the university is-- 
Administration. Students are only incedental. 

.They should realize that they are one of the most 
vital elements of this institution and that they 
can contribute to make it better. 

Secondly we should have a definite programme 
for academic reform. Courses, programmes, evalu- 
ation techniques, etc., have to be reformed. 

Course unions should be set up within departments 
to deal with these problems.

Thirdly we should have programmes set up to 
deal with the questions of student employment and 
student financing.

In student financing there are many 
problems. The bursary and scholarship schemes are 
poor. In most cases people who do not need the 
aid receive it. How about out-of-town students-- 
why should their education cost so much more? 

Fourthly we must realize that we are an integral 
part of society. We must turn the institution out-

Whatever the intent of those responsible for 
creating the current issue over the continued exis- 
tance of the the implications are serious. 

As one who has been associated closely with the 
Society for a number of years from its initial inde- 
pendence of faculty and staff guidance to its pre- 
sent degree of autonomy and student responsibility, 

I, for one, would be sorry to see so much effort 
wasted. This is not to say that there is no room 
for criticism; no organisation can claim that, 
particularly one as diffuse as the A.M.S. If one 
examines the tremendous variety of activities 
supported by the society, and these are listed else- 
where, it is hard to imagine that any student can- 
not find something of benefit. While occasional 
lapses may result in doubtful gains in terms of 
expenses incurred, this phenomena is by no means 
exclusive to student organisations. Student govern- 
ment and associated committee work, clubs and so 
on, provide a valuable experience to those involved, 
it * s a learning process in the full sense of the 
word, as most participants would admit. That the 
result of all this is not always up to expectation 
is one of the real problems facing student admini- 
strators. How much professional staff, faculty and 
University administrative support can they use and 
still maintain a degree of student autonomy and 
enterprise? How much can they afford in terms of 
dollars and cents? Office overhead is not easy to 
inflate at A.M.S. budget sessions! How much better 
would things be anyway? 


So what would happen if the A.Mi S. ceased to 
exist? The financial saving to the individual 
student would probably^be insignificant, the Univer- 
sity would have to take over many of the functions 
now provided by the A.M.S. and would have to charge 
a similar or even higher fee since presumably they 
would not generate the considerable amount of 
voluntary work now done by elected or appointed 
members of the A.M.S. The Athletic programme 
would continue, some form of service and recrea- 
tional facilities would still be required, finan- 
cial contributions would have to come from some- 
where and I doubt that there could be any real- 
location within the existing tuition fee structure. 

The old adage ^^no taxation without representation^^ 
cuts both ways; if students wish to originate and 
control their own activities then the costs must 
be met. 

Those who feel disatisfied with what the A.M.S. 
does should ask themselves what they want from it 
and what have they done to change things. When 
only a third of the electors vote and many positions 
are uncontested one might ask if anyone has the 
right to criticize. After all, the current stu- 
dent body is the A.M.S. only temporarily, many 
were here before and many will come after. If it’s 
not working for you don’t discredit those who were 
here before and made it work, and don’t deny the 
opportunity to those who come after you to try it 
their way. In conclusion-- it appears that those 
responsible for creating this whole debacle are 
suffering from the all too common syndrome which 
consists of complete disaffection combined with 
lack of initiative and an unwillingness to make 
any effort to change things in the direction of 
their own convictions, because its just too much 
trouble and involves that other four letter word, 
work. Dear people, in this case the amorphous 
”they” is you.

I will leave the explanation of their programmes up 
to the other executive members, but perhaps a short 
run-down on ADMINISTRATION expenditure would be in 
order here since there is no one else to explain it. 

It consists of: office expenses for our President, 
Vice-President, Communications Director, and Trea- 
surer totalling $1000.00; Auditors charges of $1200.00 
,SUB office employees pay of $10,026.00; office sup- 
•plies of $1200.00; telephones $1500.00; and Honor- 
laria of $1828.00; plus smaller items like photo- 
graphs, machine maintenance, legal aid, bank charges, 
M.S. space in Martlet, etc. 

What services do you lose from the 
Treasurer’s office if the A.M.S. goes 
under? Probably very few that couldn’t be 
duplicated in a similar organization. Of 
I course that begs the quesliion. If you 
vote the A.M.S. down, you vote down student 
organizat ion--student controlled organiza- 
tion. Organization is needed for such 
things ar charter flights to Europe, etc. 
Our Business Manager, Dick Chudley (whose 
job would defunct with the A.M.S.) handles 
these. An inexpensive way to go to Eu- 
rope. We are presently members of W.S.S.-- 
Western Student Services, atid when it es- 
tablishes its permanent • secretariate in 
Vancouver on June 1st, 1970, it will co- 
ordinate charter flights for all of western 
Canada. They will sell international I.D. 
cards, good for all kinds of rate reduc- 
tions in Europe. There is the possibility 
of short hop flights--say 3 days in Las 
■ 00 ^ Vega, Frisco, or Xmas flights to Hawaii or 
Mexico, etc. Possibly steamship travel too*. Some 
hptel and motel chains can be bitten for % rate for 
students in North America as well. W.S.S. is also 
looking into National Advertising, which would 
benefit the Martlet. W.S.S. could also function 
as an information coordinating agency for student 
unemplo 3 nnent , housing, and loans. The Business 
Manager and the Treasurer or their designates are 
the official delegates to W.S.S. conferences. 

The A.M.S. treasurer also sits on boards of 
review for bursaries and loans from the university 
as well as helping administer the A.M.S. ’s own 
loan fund. 

There are a limited supply of budgets in the 
SUB office if you wish a more explicit breakdown. 
Think about all these figures in the graph and how 
they relate to your desires and needs and perhaps 
your students’ council can profit from an ensuing 
excnage of opinion on budget priorities. Budget 
priorities should be a reflection of what you want. 
Come to the speakeasies and ask me quessions. I’ll 
be more than delighted to stick my foot in my mouth. 
I do it well. I’ve had a lot of practise. The 
last time I did it I got sucked into this job.

COMMUNICATION 



The issue of the retention or abolition of 
compulsory A.M.S. fees is the most imprtant refer- 
endum that this campus has ever held. Although the 
’’petitioners” who demanded a referendum were rather 
less than serious, many students have become disen- 
chanted with student government and the A.M.S. in 
general. There have been several reasons for this 
but it has increasf^^d rapidly over the past year. 

One of the underlying reasons for this was pointed 
out by Dick Chudley before the recent SUB expansion 
referendum. 
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Student services like the A.M.S. Book Exchange 
and charter flights at reduced rates are provided 
for students through the A.M.S. These things don*t 
just happen; a lot of people put in much of their 
time on these projects. You pay $32 towards campus 
activities, how much value you get for your money 
depends only on one person: You! 

If you don *t want to participate in any of the 
programmes or clubs of the A.M.S. don^t penalize 
others by voting against compulsory fees simply 
because you think that it would mean a $32 saving 
to you. Gances are you wouldn’t be saving any 
money anyway. There are enough students interested 
in campus activities that the administration would 
probably have to provide some kind of service to 
students. 

Note the example of two American universities 
which abolished their Student Union fees of $30. 

The next year the administration raised their gen- 
eral fees $20 to pay for student services, and 
raised them another $30 the following year. 

The A.M.S. is the one central co-ordinating 
body for students on this campus. Without it, 
what little gains that students have made in 
academic reform would probably be lost.

The A.M.S. involves much more than just the 
Student Council. There are sixty clubs and organ- 
izations on campus tl t depend to a large extent 
on funds from v.e A.l- . Also the activities on 
campus like the recenc Collectors concert, the 
’’Slug” on Friday nights, dances and speakers are 
all sponsored by the A.M.S. Programmes to benefit 
the community in general, like Miles For Millions 
or Shinerama are initially funded by the A.M.S.
